Washington, March 2<J. — Pressure for 
admission to the circuit oourt where 
the Pol lard- Breckinridge case Is in 
progress was greater Mondsy than it 
has been at any time before because of 
the expectation that Miss Pollard 
would return to the witness stand for 
the continuation of the cross-examln- 
tlon. Crowds pressed against the 
bailiffs at the doors trying to pass 
them by main foroe, and being repelled 
With the greatest difficulty.

A special 
train left tireenrllle nt V o'clock, 
and arrived at Emery at 10:;!0. The 
train was met by a panic-stricken body 
of citizens. At tho post office drug- 
store, where a dozen unforntunatcs lay 
on stretchers, the physicians were soon 
busy bandaging, plastering and sow- 
ing up tho wounds and administering 
opiates to relieve the suffering- of the 
victims. 

Everything in the track of the storm 
is a complete wreck. A meeting 
held in this city Sunday evening to 
vide for the relief of the suffering. 

Hai.kvhxe, Tex., Marcli -0. — Three 
miles from here Edward Davis' house 
was blown away by a tornado Saturday 
night and five persons were fatally ' 
jured. On the Wells place a colored 
woman's throat was cut by rlyinp 
bcrs and the house destroyed. Large 
boulders were whirled about, and many 
cattle and horses were beaten to death 
by huge hailstones. 

Dallas. Tex., March 20.— The storms 
which swept over northern Texas Sun- 
day and Sunday night, and which were 
prevailing Monday, are unparalleled in 
severity. The deiith roll will reach JO. 
and the list of injured over 100. At 
Emory, the county seat of Raines coun- 
ty, the tornado knocked the town 
nearly out of existence. There were 
many other tmvns visited and badly 
damaged. Mayor Berry has called on 
Dallas' citizens for contributions to re- 
lieve the sufferers. 

N A coo doc H h 8, Tex., March '20.— Sun- 
day evening a tornado passed through 
this county, and Mobdav morning 
traversed a wide scope of country. Kain 
has been fallinsr In sheets, so that com- 
munication with the stricken section 
has been suspended, and only meager 
details are obtainable. 

Every house in the Whitaker Neprro 
colony was blown away, and several 
occupants badly hurt In the Crimes 
neighborhood, nine miles north of here, 
there is not a house or fence left intact 
Dr. lirimes was killed, and his wife, 
who was confined to her bed, received 
fatal Injuries.

Sugar and Whisky Men Delay 
the Tariff Bill. 



The Latter Want to Kill the Pro- 
posed Duty on Sugar 



Washington. March 20. — Whisky 
and sugar confront each other as twr 
antagonists before the democratic tar- 
iff reformers. The result of the wrest 
ling match between these two giant 
trusts, each of which is armed with 
lavish promises of contributions U 
democratic campaign funds is that the 
finance committee was not called to- 
gether for a formal meeting today, ac 
Chairmen Vorhees hnd promised In- 
stead, a scries of conferences, which 
were intermittent throughout the day, 
were held between the democratic 
members of the committee to consider 
the conflicting claims of capital in- 
vested in super and of capitnl invested 
in whisky. 

The democratic members of the com- 
mittee agreed during the afternoon on 
tho sugar schedule, and a revised copy 
of tho bill was sent to the printer. 
The sugar schedule remains as pre- 
viously indicated, tkc only change be- 
ing in direction of clearness. 

Late Monday afternoon, after th. 
conferences were ended, Mr. Voorhees 
amiably explained to a correspondent 
that he had n< t thought it worth while 
to call a special meeting of the finance 
committee Monday, as he had first in- 
tended. 

"Tuesday is the regular meeting day 
of the committee," said Mr. Voorhees, 
"and there seemed no necessity for 
Ip—htl meeting. The committee ca 
meet Tuesday morning just as well." 

"And will tho bill be reported to the 
senate Tuesday?" 

"I think so. I see no reason 
change my statement that it would 
be.'
